Puppy-Tail Law 


Washington is clearing its throat and getting 
ready to break the bad news that the inter­ 
national situation this y ear does not justify the 
tax reductions scheduled for April 1. 
This announcement will be taken in stride by 
most Americans, because it will be sweetened 
by a corresponding announcement that the fed­ 
eral budget is going fo be balanced for the third 
consecutive y ear. 
But there is a catch in it. The Wall Street 
Journal has pointed to it with this statement 
about the federal government’s reluctance to 
trim back its ex cessive tax rate on corporation 
income: 
“The administration’s argument has alway s 
been that allowing the corporate rate to fall 
as scheduled (on April 1 each y ear) would 
lose over two billion dollars a y ear in govern­ 
ment revenue and this it could not afford. Yet 
over the y ears Treasury revenues, thanks to 
growing propserity , 
have 
swollen 
mightily . 
The reason the government has not been able 
to ‘afford’ this revenue loss is simply that it 
has increased spending to use up almost all the 
increased tax income.” 
In 1936, it took in $30 per capita. It now takes 
in $439 per capita. 
The government keeps chasing its fiscal tail 
in ever-widening circles as both it and the tail 
keep growing larger — the one chase it cannot 
bring to a successful conclusion and does not 
want to bring to a successful conclusion. This 
is the puppy -tail law of public finance, beloved 
by both Democrats and Republicans in Con­ 
gress, though despised by tax pay ers in all their 
lucid intervals.

The record shows that in the 
1930’s the failure of Great Bri­ 
tain, France and the United States 
to work closely together made it 
easier for the enemy to carry on 
its aggression. 
The record shows also that a 
“concert of power” was alway s be­ 
ing ex tolled as an ideal but when 
it came down to brass 
tacks, 
Great Britain, 
France and the 
United States did not cooperate as 
allies. The aggressor went on the 
assumption that there would be no 
effective alliance. It took a world 
war and the sacrifice of many in­ 
nocent lives to convince the enemy 
of that mistaken assumption. 


THE CRY in the 1930’s was for 
moral force — even as it is today . 
An ex ample was the famous “q uar­ 
antine” speech made in Chicago 
Oct. 5, 1937, by President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. It attracted world­ 
wide attention. 
In that speech, 
the pertinent 
paragraphs were as follows: 
“If we are to have a world in 
which we can breathe freely and 
live in amity without fear, the 
peace-loving nations must make a 


them as the enemies of mankind. 
The plan was frustrated because 
Great Britain, France and the 
United 
States 
didn’t 
f o • o \v 
through with the “ q uarantine.” 
Isolationism in America and pussy ­ 
foot policies abroad were responsi­ 
ble. Britain, France and the United 
States were either unwilling or un­ 
able for financial reasons to im­ 
pose an embargo. 
It was a repetition of the tragedy 
of two y ears before when Musso­ 
lini in 1935 invaded Ethiopia. The 
League of Nations ordered an em­ 
bargo on arms to Italy and parti­ 
cularly banned shipments of oil. 
But the principal nations — the 
United States, Great Britain and 
France — couldn’t agree on who 
would pay the bill growing out of 
loss of trade. By 1936 the conq uest 
of Ethiopia was completed. 


ALSO IN 1932 when America, 
under Secretary of State Stimson, 
took the lead in urging a denun­ 
ciation of Japan as an aggressor 
in Manchuria. Britain stood aloof. 
The record of the nex t few y ears 
is replete with instances in which 
one act of aggression after another 
by Hitler failed to bring about 
united action by Britain, France 
and America against the Nazi gov­ 
ernment. 
Treaties were torn to shreds by 
the aggressors in the Far East 
and in Europe. International law 
was flagrantly disregarded.

What Is Political Activity? 


In July , 1955 the Department of 
Justice obtained an indictment by 
a federal grand jury in Michigan, 
charging the United Automobile 
Workers with four violations of the 
Federal 
Corrupt 
Practices 
Act 
which involved ex penditures mad$ 
during the 1954 campaign. 
' These ex penditures, which were 
made in behalf of the union’s cam­ 
paign to defeat Sen. Ferguson and 
several congressmen in Michigan, 
were for television broadcasts in 
support of union-endorsed candi­ 
dates. 
The law upon which the in­ 
dictment was based is Section 610 
of 
the 
Corrupt 
Practices 
Act, 
which was revised by the Taft- 
Hartley legislation. It states that: 
“ It is unlawful. . .for any corpor­ 
ation whatever, or any labor or­ 
ganization to make a contribution 
or ex penditure in connection with 
any election at which (several fed­ 
eral officers mentioned). . . are 
voted for.” 


THUS A PROHIBITION which 
has applied for a long time to 
corporations was applied to labor 
organizations. 
The UAW entered a plea of not 
guilty and moved the dismissal of 
Ihe indictment on two grounds: 
That the ex penditures in q uestion 
were not prohibited by the law and 
also that the act itself was uncon­ 
stitutional. 
Federal District Judge Frank A. 
Picard, 
who was 
appointed by 
President Roosevelt in 1939, dis­ 
missed the indictment on the first 
of these two grounds. In doing so 
he said, among other things: 
“According to the authorities the 
Union was not making an ex pendi­ 
ture on behalf of a political candi­ 
date. It desired to inform its mem­ 
bers and others of the position of 
the Union on those seeking certain 
federal offices. It was ex ercising 
the right to free speech. 
“The q uestion then might present 
itself as to whether or not what 
the Union did was in fact ‘making 
a contribution.* This might be im­ 
portant if the Union were charged 
with ‘making a contribution.’ It is 
not. 
“It was so charged in United 
States vs Construction & General 
Lab. L. U. No. 264. supra, on very

similar facts but still the court 
held that its acts did not encom­ 
pass either a ‘contribution’ or ex ­ 
penditure’. . . our decision is that 
under the authorities the ‘ex pendi 
tures’ cha'rged in this indictment 
are not ex penditures prohibited by 
the act.” 


IT IS VERY important 
to note 
that under this interpretation of the 
law a corporation might also do the 
things which the UAW did without 
violating the law. 
Obviously the UAW and all po­ 
litically active unions would cry 
out to the high heavens if a corpor­ 
ation should do so. Hence the en­ 
tire q uestion of what constitutes 
“contributions” a n d “ex pendi­ 
tures” is undetermined. 
The case is now scheduled to 
come before the Supreme Court. 
If the Supreme Court avoids the 
constitutional issue, the way will 
be open for corporations (and prob­ 
ably trade associations as well) to 
buy time on the air and space in 
the press and to issue at their 
ex pense propaganda m aterial sup­ 


porting candidates for election to 
federal offices. 
In that cast1 the issue will prob­ 
ably go to Congress. F o r 
the 
forces of the unions will never oe 
content to permit corporations to 
engage in such activities. 
They will not only seek new leg­ 
islation specifically discriminating 
between corporations and the un­ 
ions but they will bring stockhold­ 
ers’ suits in any corporations which 
participate in sucl} activities. 
IF, AS IS MORE likely , the Su­ 
preme Court declares that the law 
cited above is unconstitutional be­ 
cause it denies the right of free 
speech, the slate will be clean. 
That will mean that Congress will 
have to start all over again. 
And when that issue is reached, 
the most difficult of all q uestions 
must be answered: What is really 
political activity ? And who should 
be permitted to engage in political 
activity or to give money for that 
purpose? 
That will req uire more hard 
thinking than any one has hitherto 
given the subject.

United States up to the time of 
the current generation of teachers 
was done by people whose only 
q ualification was a desire to try 
their hand at teaching. Some were 
terrible. But some were geniuses, 
learning while they were teaching 
and setting an ex ample that the 
nutsy -boltsies in their classes had 
to 
respect, 
even 
when 
they 
couldn’t profit by it. 
The point is worth making. The 
idea has been getting around that 
education will have no problems 
after more school buildings have 
been erected and more teachers 
properly ex ecuted. 
Its problem is not how to put 
up buildings and certify teach­ 
ers. It is how to find q ualified 
teachers and, having found them, 
to persuade them to teach. If it
